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Described Efforts of League 
of Nations to Encourage 
European Trade

ca need have no fear about tlie grow- 
ing economic status of Europe, for the 
world Is ao linked up at tho present 
time by cloitc and fa«t inlercfmi- 
inunication that one continent t\oi's 
not benefit from the economic pover- 
ty of another continent; so .Vmerlci 
haa in rcallt>' not profited but suf- 
fered by the poverty of Europe since 
the war. But the time hajj come when, 
iltir to inlrrnalion.il co-operation 
among the sufferers in Kuropc and to 
the -n-ork of the League of Nations, 
whon trade conditions in Europe will 
become more stnbillred .md a wave 
of pro.spnrily irlll ^wepp ovi r îhcwholo 
continent." Thcac encouniglng words 
were spoken yesterday • at t|ie fir.st 
meeting of tlic Canndl.in Club of Mo- 
Olll University by .Mr. H. B. Rutlcr. 
C.n.. Deputy Direct or-CfCncral of tho 
International Labor Offic* of the 
l^cagiic of Nations. 

Mr. Hutler's speech was short, but 
his words were full of promise of 
further devolopnienl alonp tho lines 
of peace nnd prosperity in the world 
of tod.iy. The speaker, a man of very 
great prominence in International 
labor circles, was unfortunate yes- 
terday in spo.nking to a small though 
rt. (lonslve group of McGlII men. 
"here were pnicilcally no freshmen 
prcaont. although this organization is 
oi>cn to McGill students in all courses 
and in all the years. It is hoped by 
the executive that at the next address, 
a gathering worthy of t'ho man who 
'. Is to speak will be present. 

His subject, the speaker said. "The 
International Co-openiiion of Em- 
ployers and L/iibor" had many jts- 
pects. He woud not however treat it 
from the Industrial but from the eco- 
nomic point of view. 

"I shall try to d'.scrlbe the econo- 
mic work of the L.eat,'ue of Nations, 
in whi6h our departineni is Involved, 
economic status of labor and em- 
Therc is a want of recognition of the 
ployer, yoi in pet-logethcr.« this eco- 
nomic side Is very important, for it 
helps each sidt' to .sec the other's 
jjolnt of view and the other'.s dif- 
ficulties. The league bas directed Us 
attention towards the International 
situation in Europe. This situation, in 
i ^ respect to trado ha*; been very bad 
Lfei' ;)eclally In the central and southern 
' parts. The war upset all the well- 
known channels of trade by changing 
the frontiers and the tariff i-egula- 
lions, and it was nfccf.ssary to recon- 
tilder economic structure from the be- 
ginning. 

"In tlie case of Atjstria since the 
subdivislono, the differing tariffs 
inused a depreciated currency. You 
cannot imagine what a terrible state 
of affairs this is. When salaries are 
paid, for Instance, there is the great- 
■ est hurry to buy things at once fo' 
fear of a. new depreciation. The slate 
of di.'inorulizallon in a state is almost 
unimaginable. This was tlie condition 
in Austria after the war — the cur- 
rency went up minute by minute and 
half the l>opulation lived by specula- 
tion. 

"The league however took over the 
finances of Austria, and a commis- 
sion was a(ppolnted which almost Im- 
mediately stabilized the monetary 
values. The same thing happened in 
Hun^#ry, which is now quite stable. 
This is the first step in the recon- 
.siructlon of Europe. 

Next yeai- thei'e will be an econo- 
mic conference orgnnized by the lea- 
j-'iie. .and they liiivc at the jjre.sont time 
a preparatory commiltee to look af- 
ter the program of subjects to bo 
dealt with next year. It is hoped 
that this conference will initiate tho 
second stop in the rc-organizalion of 
Europe. A number of business men. 
'/^oonomlsts, politicians and labor men 
.i^ill be present, and the object of the 
conference will be to induce economic 
, co-operation Internat loiially. 

"This will be difficult as llier.; are 
now greater stumbling blocks In the 
wiiy at trade than ever before. It la 
perhaps for this very reason . that it 
Is hoped that a re.-iiotlojç^j^^very 
Hoon take place, and tJjls cbnîerênce it 
hoped will hasten the re-action 
hlch la bound to come sooner or later,

together by greater facilities for travel, 
making: it much smaller in proportion 
than it was a hundred years ago.. 
This makes a tremendous difference 
In the strata- of the world's economic 
situation. All communication Is fas- 
ter, easier and more simplified. This 
will make the ties between nations 
very much closer than they are at 
present. 

"This tendency has made itself felt 
in the industrial world There are 
more and more cornblnalions In the 
business world that have an inter- 
national aspect. .Some of these com' 
binationa stretch across frontiers of 
different coun'trles. All these things 
are going to havç a great effect upon 
the future of the world. It will make 
for a greater prosperity and assist In 
the promotion of peace. 

"A great deal Is being said about 
living conditions in Europe and Amer- 
ica. The United .States, with its high 
living conditions Is an example of the 
large expanse without any trade re- 
strictions whatever inside Its* own bor- 
ders. This systcifi is being closely 
watched In Europe with a view of pro- 
ducing the same effect through In- 
terntillonul eo-opemtlon. 

"On the whole Uie labor men of Eur- 
ope are in favor of international devel- 
opments which will tend to reduce the 
hinderance of trade and promote pros- 
perity and liigher living condlliuna. 
There is as you can thus see a far 
greater tendency to I'egard Interna- 
tional co-operaliou favorably than 
there was before the war. This in it- 
self should decrease the cause for 'wur 
and political and ccopomic differences. 

"I bolive that the first stiige of the 
e;:onomic le-liablliliilion lias Ijeeii ac- 
compliahed, and I think that the sec- 
ond stage, which will, tend to make 
Europe more prosperous than before is 
coming. However, this should give no 
cause for worry to other continents, 
fji- everyone suffers from the econ- 
omic poverty of another nation or 
continent at a time when the world 
is bound so closely together." 

Mr. Butler is in Canada and the 
b'niti.d St.'i.les on a. visit to study In- 
dustriiil reliitions in these countries, 
will) a view to making these known 
in lOurope.

Each Student Pays Three Dol- 
lars Towards Building 



Edmonton, Nov. 3 — (By Exchange 
Scnice — \ycathcr permitting the new 
covered rink <belng constructed by tJhe 
University of Alberta will be built in 
time for the opening game December 
l'6th. The itrchitects are now furnlali- 
ing the plans and tenders will be dll- 
c-d for In a week. 

Kor over ten years tlie students of 
the University of Alberta have .-idvo- 
cated the bulhUng of a rink and In 
fact pl.njui were <lra.wn six years oigo 
Howevor, the first real atop was taken 
in the project last ycjy when the 
Studenlu' Union pa.siied an amend- 
ment to the constitution enacting 
Uiat each student enrolling at the 
University pay an additional fee of 
three dollars each year towards tlie 
rink. These payments were contin 
gent on the fiwit that a loan be 
secured from the A'Iborta government 
sufficient to build tihe rink. 

The amount nilsod was not suffici- 
ent to meet, certain requirements 
specified by Uio government before a 
loan would be granted and an ad 
ditional $1,800 was raised by public 
subscription. ,

Dr. Reid Addressed 
Missionary Society 



The Rov. Dr. W. D. Reid. D.D. min- 
ister of Stanley Church ilollvere<i m 
address lust night before tho Mission- 
ary Society of the Presbyterian Col- 
lege. The subject of Dr. (teld's lecture 
was "Power". 

Tho speaker first ciillcd attention to 
tho love of power, botli physical ;ind 
intellectual, which' is characteristic to 
tho human heart. He emphasised the 
greatnoss of Spiritual Power and the 
fact that It really exists. He cited the 
pioneers In this country who were sat- 
isfied with slow moving sailboats .and 
horse drawn vehicles because they 
knew nothing of steamboats and loco- 
motives. . . 

There must be an Intense desire for 
power and a complete surroundcr to 
Its conditions. In harneaslng- the power 
of a waterfall the right machinery 
must be set in -thie right place to ob- 
tain success. We may not be a'ble to 
ui.!dcrstand It all, Just as electricity Is 
not -understood, but there it Is and it 
Is obtained by surrender of the heart, 
wiil, and life. 

Another necessity is keeping In touch 
with the source of power. By so doing 
we become instruments for good and 
we enrich the world by our life. 

Those different points were thor- 
ougphly expl.alned by Dr. Reid and a 
most helpful half hour was spent In 
their considenatlon. 

The speaker was Introduced by G. 
J. Purcell, president of the Society. It 
la planned to hear, from time to time, 
addresses on vital problems delivered 
by prominent speakers in tho city.

Robert Walpole and 
AUinis Rome , 



.Ml.'ts Helen H.-igue entertained tho 
R.V.C. Historical Club at her homo 
recently. Two p.i.pers were read, ono 
by .MI.1S BInny on "Sir Robert Wal;. 
pole", and thc> other by Miss iFViir^n^ 
"Allinls Rome". Hofore the papers' 
were read some minor business was 
disposed of and lar.T refrey.hments 
wore served. .Miss Vernon Ross, the 
Iire.sident. invited tlie rioli to her homn 
for its next meeting. Tlie first p.T.per 
of the evening was entitled "The 
Claims of Sir Robert Walpole to tJiii 
title of a fireat Sl.-itdsinan". .Miss .M.Tr- 
u'uerite liiiiny reail this paper. - '''"^V'i.^ 

•Sir Roiier" W.alpole's m-tlvltles wore' 
begun in an er.-i. of pe-ice. 'i'lie clii-l! 
f|ue.utions before him were matters of 
excise and currency. Ho realized th.\t 
Kngl.and's greatness lay along the pathrjt 
of cominerre and, .lound business manj^ 
that he wa.s. wag able to direct his"' 
along tii'ine Une.''. 

Sii- i'.'.bert Walpole was liorn in 
IilTil .tnd w.Ts a younger son of a coun-. 
try gentleman He was Intended for 
Die church, but on the death of bin 
i-Ui'^r brother he became heir and re- 
tired to his fatlier'.M estate. In 1701 
he became n member of the House of 
Common.i. Henceforth he held v.arioua 
positions, and was finally forced to 
withdraw on a trumped up charge ot 
speculation. In 1716 he became , Lord 
Treasurer and Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. 

Walpole liad forseen the f.allacy at 
tho South Sea enterprise. When the 
bubble burst, ho realized his opportun- 
ity. His calmness and financial ability 
et.iibleil lu restore the national credit. 
His home policy stressed the finan- 
cial and fiscal. Taxes must be levied 
which were favourable, not unfavour- . 
iible to commerce. He desired peace. ' 
His aim was to keep a balance of 
trade and develop a self-sufficing cm-, 
pire. His excise scheme, though sound, 
failed because of its unpopularity In 
an emldemic of unreasonablene.<)s. 

Walpole's foreign policy shpwed his 
skill in brllll.ant intrigues. This can be 
.seen in dealings with France Iniithé, 
war of the Spanish Succession and 
the ever pre.-^eiu jirol'lcni of (Gibraltar, 
.■^s for the Polish Succession, England' 
was eager for war, but agtiln by brll- 
ll.ant intrigue. Walpole was able to ■ 
restore peace to the continent. At last 
.1 lime catno when the people forced 
a war on the government. Walpole' 
did not resign and for this he hiia re-; 
ceived great criticism. 

Walpole did much toward bulldlni; 
up the cabinet systom. He opposed :a^' 
peera.icc bill making the House of • 
Lords ;i fixed ini nitiership. He is coin- 
yaralively innocent of the gross charg- 
es of corruption lead against hint.' 
Queen Caroline was a great help to 
him and hLs death marks it decline lu 
her influeiu'e. 

Ill coiu'Uulioi;. .Mi>s Bliiny said th.at 
Walpole had iliLli- iiuagln.ation and 
no Ideals but a sound and penetrating 
judgement which made him a thor- 
oug'h man of business and a methodi- 
cal administrator. She then quoted 
from TIckey. " Ho did not see very 
far, but whiit he diil see he saw most 
exactly." Above all ho was best' fitted 
to govern bhtgland under the first 
kings of a new .and unpopular dynasty 
at a tlnie when the comniorclai classes 
woie attaining a novol Influence la- 
the stiite. 

The next paper was read by MlM 
Louisa Fair, on the subject "AUlnèâ;* 
Roiiuo". Benevoirtinu Allino the great;'- 
goKl.smith and sculpture was a typtcal;i> 
product of *iis age. In his autoblogra- ' 
phy is llio picture not only of the art- . 
1st hlniseli', but tho whole life of It- '• 
aly at that time. ; 

Giovtinni, the father of Allinc was a 
maker of musical instruments and 
phinned the life of a musician for his 
son. Ho was much grieved when the 
study of art cl.a'.med him. At tho age 
:>i [iCteeii .\'lliie put himself against 
his fathers wishes, under a goldsmith 
in Florence. Six years later he wont . 
to Rome whero he remained for two ; 
years. Durin.g thbi time his fiery dia- 
posiiiun led li.iin into several quarrels. 
One w^ui a stroet figiht which result- 
ed In six months exilg for him and - 
his brother, another in Romp ncscs.-.^: 
sltiuitod his flight from thaf city dil.a- 
guisod OS a monk. 

His first outstanding picco of work

'T^HERE is injustice rnmp.mt In this 
University. It Is equally "unbear- 
able In sister Institutions and, in (act, 
all over the world, but that is beside 
the point. The (trievnnce Inspiring this 
complaint Is connected with the roll 
call In lectures. 

Much hnr been made of the pros and 
conn in this questlon^^ot the roll call. 
It is aRR<A'ted by. valiant champions 
of the practice that most tmdcrgrndu- 
alos, contrary to tliolr own beliefs, are 
mere children, who must he treated n.s 
such, and forced to comn regularly to 
school. Whatever may he said of the 
Immaturity ot undergrndtintos, oppon- 
ents of the custom maintain that calt- 
Inp the roll Is the one way, and a jnoan 
way, by which the average itrofessor 
fills his class. 

But if the Impression has beflh given 
that the Injustice mentioned In the roll 
call, that Imprefslnn Is faine. I.Ike 
most UHaKos that have survived the 
centuries, It has Its undoubted good 
points. But a discussion of the value 
of the roll call has no place here. The 
creat objection against which Athene 
thunders are directed is also connected 
with the alphabet. 

Doubtless the alphabet has been very 
useful to mankind. A wor\<l without 
It would he difficult to conceive, if the 
effort at thought were made In a cold- 
blooded, sensible way. The alphabet's 
virtues are In great measure Its de- 
fects. For one thing, consider Its or- 
der — Its invariable • order. • There Is 
the great Injustice, or at least a large 
amount of It. .The far-seeing man who 
arranged thé alphabet should have 
been sufficiently fnr-slghtcd to sec 
that perpetual adherence to the same 
nrder geLs — to say the least — monoto- 
nous.' This thought deprives us of n 
Treat deal of natural admiration for 
him. 

And the inspired teacher of the 
ancient world who first divisod the 
roll call lacked Inspiration of the high- 
est, when he tamely adopted the alp- 
habet unchanged from the hands of 
Us originator. Had the teacher been 
i ciiUy a poniii.s, he would have ordaln- 
oil tbdl the roll call should not always 
begin with A, to be followed by U,"> 
the Immediate predecessor of C and D, 
In the order named. He was obviously 
unmarried, for his wife would never 
have allowed him to adopt a scheme 
that would leave htm etornally un- 
popular. " ■ 
ïT^lroll call always begins with the 
first letters of the alphabet and ends 
with the last. The professor, slavish 
conservative, never ihink."? of begln- 
ilng the roll call backwards. And that 
Is the great injustice. If some one 
would only ba^ courag'cous enough to 
start at the wrong end, he would con- 
fer a boon on the world, and at the 
same time gain a way to the hearts at 
undergraduates — excepting those 
would then lead the roll.

Qxchnnge Service). — Motion jiictures 
Instead ot lectures may instruct stu- 
dents in the future, said Walter C. 
Alverez of the Mayo clinic, who ad- 
dressed the Minnesota Pathologlcal 
society at the University of Minnesota 
yesterday. Dr. Alverer, .lupplementcd 
bin remarks on anemia and the dlsense 
of the stomach largely with motion 
pictures of the stomach and digestive 
tract. 

Dr. Alverez Is the first to introduce 
motion pictures In physlologlcal wdrk. 

Ho phoplieslon that most of the teach- 
ing of the future will be done by that 
niethiid. More actual teaching can bn 
accomplished by n 16-mlnute run of 
film than by ten lectures. Dr. Alverex 
said, because of the advantage to the 
(Ions of (he body. Copies of the films 
.«tuilent of actually seeing the funo- 
niny be made to sell for a nominal, 
.tum to teachers at physiology through- 
out the country, so that students evcry- 
whorowhere may benefit by this me- 
thod of motion picture teaching. 

Dr. Alverez Is a national authority 
on the dlsensp."! of the digestive sys- 
iKtn. Ho In a graduate of the Cooper 
.Medical college In California. He en- 
tered the Mayo clinic as a research 
expert from the University of, Califor- 
nia, where he was associate professor 
of medicine.

Students Back Move 

The -huge oIvU movement in China 
Is backed by students, t'he traveler 
explained. With oducntlon nnd cn- 
llghtenmcnti on foreign conditions, 
tho students revolt nnd demand 
equaly favorable conditions fcr them- 
selve.^. Tho majority of tho husincs.i 
and political burden of Ihe country is 
carried by young Chinese men In 
their twcn'Jles or early thirties. 

"India," Protfessor MsKcnzie ro- 
Inted, "Is a niucli moro hope4css case 
than China, In the first place, tl>o 
climate Is loss Invigorating, and tlio 
-religious groups and traditions arc 
a much greater problem. Secondly, tilio 
Indian doeis not seoni to have as prnc- 
lical a mind as the Chinaman, The 
Indians are a dreamy and Ia.nguid 
people, althouedi kindly and delight- 
ful. ' ■" 

Education Needed 

"XI scorns to me that the education 
of tho lînst must bo fashioned with a 
very practU'a.i Idea in mind luid 
îadapted to tho condition of tho counl- 
'fy anirt not 'ho theoretical. In India 
educatlttn Is too much of the Oxford 
type, and the need Is along agricul- 
tural, sanitary and practical Unoa."

Besides the one tn which plants 
arc; raised for decoration piirposns, 
the nursery has a Krccnhouso as a 
(lonpltai for those plants which are 
.not (niing well, and another used ns 
a propaffatlni; house. In tills build- 
ing arc largo beds of sand In which 
cuttings from different plants are 
placed. After these cuttings have 
taken root they are transferred to 
small pot5. They are placed later In 
larger pots, aud evcntualHy arc plant- 
ed on the caniipus. As soon aa one 
lot of cuttings has rooted and been 
removed from tlic room, another lot 
lakes Its place so that at alt times 
the room is fuU of seodlings. 

The propagating room contains 
plants not commonly found in this 
region. One specimen Is n new lily 
from Northern China, sent to Sinn- 
ford by the United .state.n govern- 
ment. Its stems prow more than 
five feet high, each one • having 
.sometimes as many .is fifteen or 
twenty blooms. 

Till' flower iisr-if ro.snmbles the 
common Kistrr Illy but i.s more del- 
icate. This lily lias been found to 
gro^v wt'i In this country. 

A riire .specimen of a dwarfed cac- 
tus not more than five inches hiph 
also occupies a place in the propaga- 
tion room. This p"ant, n native of 
South Africa, has a bark resembling 
somewhat the skin of a snake, and a 
blo.<»som resembling a star. TIte 
lilossom is brightly colored. 

Amoiis tie siiorlmen* In tho nur- 
sery are also scodlinps of the oldest 
and largest p'ant known, tho Giant 
Sequoia. At present these seedlings 
are only about two inches high.

ARE FROSH MEN OR . 
WOMEN IRE CLEVER? 

Psychology Expert Reveals 
Results of Tests 



liugono, Oregon, Nov. 3. — (By Bx- 
chivngc Service) — Are freahnicn, men 
or women tho more Intelligent? Pro- 
fessor H. U. Taylor of tho Univer- 
sity of Oregon tells of results of fresh- 
men psycologlcal tests. "There are six 
girls out of 307 who made a medium 
per contagc rank of .96 on the five 
linguistic tests. Only three boys out 
of 464 did the same. In the nuantitatlvc 
tests the l>oys did much bellnn than 
did tile girls, but ns success In "Frosh- 
dom" Is measured more by linguistic, 
factors than by quantitative, the girls 
have a higher scholastic average," .stat- 
ed Professor H. R. Taylor, assistant 
professor of psycholopy. 

He acounts for the linguistic tests 
belnp nnirli accurate indicators of ,suc- 
cess because they require a quicker 
intelligence in reading lines, .and since 
college work exacts this quality In a 
greater degree than the other,, the wo- 
men more easily ndo/pt themselves to 
the new school system. 

In la-st year's frosh class the same 
situation occurred. The girls were 
homogeneous; the boys were more 
variable. While the former's grades 
clustered about the centre, the latter's 
swerved to the extreme. The gills camo 
nearer to doing what could be expect- 
ed of them accordlnp to test scores 
than did the boys. ThU wis not st.Trt- 
llng In view, of the- fact that they 
did better in the more conclusive tests. 

Professor Taylor's opinion was that 
tho majority of people lend to follow 
Rl^ade .aver.T.Res In accordance with 
iPkSt scores. However, especially umonp 
the men. those who make high test 
scores but low grades are more nu- 
merous than these who make low test 
scores but hlph prades. This may be 
because the former do not work as 
much .as they are capable of doing or 
because tho latter take fewer subjects 
and cc^ncentrate more. 

In last year's experiment it may be 
that those who procured high grades 
l^ut below average test scores didn't 
do themselves Justice on the tests be- 
cause of external circumst<ances of 
emotional iipset. It Is possible that 
they made lip for their mediocre show- 
ing in the tests by working especially 
hard, or by taking fewer subjects '.and 
concentrating upon those few. Another 
consideration is that they may be t-ik- 
ing subjects such as music or an 
wherein talents outside the intelligence 
measurements are necessary elements. 
Physical education aids many in ob- 
taining their high grade averages. 

Professor Taylor went on to say 
that there were also many factors to 
lake into uonsidcratlon In accounting 
for that cla»s, opposite of the above: 
the ones who made low grades but 
above average test scores. Their lust 
scores pointed to a high dcpree of In- 
telligence. Either they did not worl? 
.OS hard as they 'were qualified to do, 
or, though they ' were naturally bright, 
they had hot learned In )iigh school 
how to jjludy. Possibly It was on ac- 
count of this very brilliance that they 
had managed to .skip through the low- 
er grades without working. It may be' 
that they took t-oo many )<ubjects or 
extra-currioular activities. Ill health, a 
financial situation such as forced thejn 
lo be outside work, and other outside 
worries are often elements of extreme 
imporuance. 

"On the whole It Is safe to assume 
that these tests are of some import- 
ance In measuring the scholastic abil- 
ity of new .fludonts," concluded Pro- 
fessor Taylor.
